The truth about South Africa 
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BLOCKADE MOLESWORTH 


On February'6th this year,1500 troops 
forcibly evicted the peace cairpers at 
Kolesworth, in a mil it ary-style exerc¬ 
ise fronted by Kinister of Defence 
Heseltine, complete with military flak 
jacket, as Falklands glory came to the 
fields of Cambridgeshire. 

The exercise confirmed the Government’s 
ruthless determination to go ahead with 
it’s policy of turning Kolesworth into 
the second U.S. nuclear Cruise missile 
base. If those plans succeed, 64 Cruise 
missiles will be deployed at Nolesworth, 
carrying a destructive power 1,000 times 
greater than the atomic bomb that flat¬ 
tened Hiroshima.

It is a policy in defiance of the wishes 
of the British people (over 6 O 5 C of whom 
oppose Cruise), and in mockery of the 
world's hopes for arms control and arms 
reduction. Yet since February 6th USAF 
Folesworth has become a frightening symbol 
of our Government’s callous disregard for 
it's citizens and for world peace. The 
.base has been closely guarded by Ministry 
'^of Defence Police and their dogs; fences 
have been erected,and topped with vicious 
razor wire; new bye-laws have come into 
force, making even putting posters on a 
fence a criminal offence. Hundreds of 
people have already been arrested,detained 
for hours, and dragged in and through 
courts, to be fined for bringing peaceful 
protest to Molesworth. 

But despite that, protest has continued, 
and a campaign of peaceful resistance to 
the turning of Molesworth into a nuclear

genocide base has been sustained from 
protesters all over the country. The min¬ 
istry of defence has been persistently re¬ 
minded of the fact that opposition to 
Molesworth has not been quashed or deterred 
by force and repression.The Nottingham 
peace movement has contributed significant¬ 
ly to that sustained campaign of non© 
violent opposition, through the Defend 
Molesworth group and active Neighbourhood 
groi:53S,.such as Forest Fields Peace Group 


The recently relocated rood sign (see 
cover),drawing attention to the fact 
that Nottingham, is within dispersal 
zone of m.obile Cruise missiles based 
at '"olesworth, and would therefore be 
a prime target in any nuclear conflict, 
is just one more example of that cam¬ 
paign, intended precisely to exnress 
resistance,and increase public aware¬ 
ness of the danger and obscenity of 
what is happening at Molesworth. 

Sustained,non-violent opposition, and 
awacBBess of the ordinary people's re¬ 
jection of Cruise, has culminated in 
National CND calling a national demon¬ 
stration at Molesworth in the form, of 
'a mass blockade of the gates leading 
into the base, and with the specific 
intention of non-violently disrupting ■ 
construction work at the base for the 
day. 

The day of action will be on February 
6th, exactly one year after Heseltine's 
military take-over of the base. The 
mass blockade will be a confirrration 
that CITO’s concern and commit rent is 
not only to campaign against nuclear 
weapons but to oppose, through peace¬ 
ful direct action, the nuclear arms 
race.To halt const inaction of a nuclear 
base, even for a single day, would be 
a powerful expression of the strength 
and the hope that exists in that spirit 
of peaceful resistance. And if Hesel- 
tine believed that soldiers and'police, 
guard dogs and razor wire could stifle 
our carnpaign, or make Cruise missiles 
more acceptable to the people of this 
country, then the national direct ac¬ 
tion, exactly one year on, will prove 
that he was vrrong and peaceful oppo¬ 
sition to USAF Molesworth will continue.

I ATOMS FOR 

; Many people involved in the peace move¬ 
ment have,over the years,seen fit to 
distinguish between nuclear weapons - 
” Atoms for War" - and nuclear power - 
" Atoms for Peace". It is‘ a misconcep¬ 
tion to make this distinction, as the 
two industries are inseperable.Modem 
nuclear weapons could not exist without 
nuclear reactors. And even if nuclear 
bombs were got ±id of, nuclear power 
’would still present a great threat to 
world ecology. 

-The basic raw material of the nuclear 
industry is Uranium (U), a naturally 
occurring element mined in various' 
parts of the world, often in third 
world countries ,with workers being 
poorly paid and badly protected. 

Uranium is comprised of 2 isotopes, 
mostly U-238, and a small amount of 
U-235. Only the U-235 can be used in 
nuclear reactors and bombs,and has to 
be extracted through a lengthy and 
expensive enrichment process. Although 
it can be used in nuclear bombs (it was 
used in the Hiroshima bomb), it is 
easier to use Plutonium (Pu). The Nag¬ 
asaki bomb used Pu. , and it has been 
^suggested that America decided to drop 
it to see how a Pu. bomb would work. 

Plutomium is a manufactured rather than 
naturally occurring element, and is 
created in nuclear reactors as a by¬ 
product of the atomic reactions in the 
U-235. Although Pu. straight from the 
reactor is of no use,after further en¬ 
richment, weapons grade Pu. can be, and 
is.extracted. .

The nuclear industry insists that this 
Plutonium is being stored prior to use 
in ’fast breeder’ reactors. Some is 
stored, but it is mostly sub-standard 
plutonium, unsuitable for use in nuclear 
weapons. In actual fact, most of the 
weapons-grade .plutonium is used in the 
making of nuclear weap6ns, and in recent 
years (ie.since May,1979),much of it has 
been sold to the Americans, which may 
explain why they are so keen to return it 
to us in the for^ of Cruise and Trident 
missiles All this is quite apart from 
the Pu. that has mysteriously 'disappeared' 

- presumably it is lying around in a 
shallow grave somewhere in the Sellafield 
area, or else it may have been 'accident¬ 
ally' dumped into the Atlantic with a con¬ 
signment of low-level waste. Som.e people 
have suggested it may have been stolen by 
a terrorist groiip,or even sold to South 
Africa through a secret govem.T.art deal. 


PEACE?' 

If the distinction between nuclear power 
and nuclear weapons is as great as the 
nuclear industry would have us believe, 
why are so many countries eager to ob¬ 
tain nuclear technology vfhen many of 
them have vast oil fields,coal reserves 
,or rivers suitable for hydro-electric 
generation ? The answer is sirrple - 
they want the Bomb, and by supplying 
the m with nuclear technology, the ad¬ 
vanced countries are taking a dangerous 
step closer to nuclear war. Count ides 
such as Argentina, Brazil,Pakistan and 
Libya are close to producing nuclear 
weapons, and may already have them. What 
would Britain have done during the Falk- 
Lands War had Argentina possessed the 
Bo^b. ? 

A nuclear power station is a certain tar¬ 
get in any sort of attack on Britain. If 
one was destroyed in a conventional att¬ 
ack - and they are classed as military 
targets - the resulting radioactive fall¬ 
out would render large areas of the coun¬ 
try uninhabitable. Destroyed in a nuclear 
explosion , a nuclear power station would 
produce several times the predicted level 
of fall-out. They represent an- acute dan¬ 
ger, and the fact that nuclear power stat¬ 
ions are classed as military targets con¬ 
firms their significance to the nuclear 
weapons industry. 

Nuclear p.ower is inextricably connected 
to nuclear weapons, and all involved in 
the peace movement must recognise this 
fact. The "atoms for peace" cover has been 
blown, despite all the efforts of the nuc¬ 
lear industry, and we must ensure that no- 
one is taken in by it again, if v/e want to 
be sure of living in a world free of all 
things nuclear.

- The American and V/est German Governments 
have supplied raw materials and conputers 
needed by South Africa to run nuclear 
plants and to develop its thermo nuclear 
weapons.

The reasons behind these facts are perhaps 
even more sinister. 

South Africa's reasons for developing it's 
nuclear force are terrifyingly simple. 

Nuclear power will save Apartheid South 
Africa from having to import oil and other 
fuels. As a result, international economic 
sanctions will not effect South Africa’s 
electricity supply. 

Also, the products of the nuclear power in¬ 
dustry have allowed South Africa to develop 
nuclear weapons. As it's Prim.e Minister Botha 
recently explained, if unrest continues. 

South Africa miay well decide to.move beyond 
it's present aggressions against Mozambique 
and Angola by dropping nuclear weapons on 
them - in order to protect racist policies 
by trying to stop these countries from help¬ 
ing the guerrilla forces fighting to liber-

Without the aid and collaboration of com¬ 
panies and governments in the US,GB,France

in this article. Hopefully we will not all 
have to pay the ultimate price for this 
criminal folly.
